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RACING IN THE ARGENTINE. 

H. H. Harm recently returned to New York 
from a trip to Buenos Ayres, where he had gone 
to see if it would pay to take American racers 
there. His statement of his discoveries is inter- 
esting. He says: 

“They date the ages of their horses from the 
first of August instead of the first of January, 
as in this country and in England. All of their 
breeding stock has been imported from Eng- 
land, and whether it is the climate or the sys- 
tem of handling, the horses are generally more 
on the rakish, leggy order than is common 
either here or in England. 

“At Palermo, which is to the city of Buenos 
Ayers what Morris Park is to our metropolis, 
there is an extensive and well-equipped racing 
property, the main track being one and three- 
quarter miles in length and one hundred and 
fifty feet wide at its narrowest part. The 
soil is of a clay formation, smooth and 
elastic, and with but a semblance of loose soil 
on top. The grandstand at Palermo is capable 
of accommodating twenty thousand people, and 
from thirty to fifty thousand is the average at- 
tendance, the great days being Sundays. 

“The betting, which is on an immense scale 
(every one bets), is on the Paris mutuel system, 
the racing association, which is under the 
government of the Republic, getting ten per 
cent, of the gross amount handled. 

“The system of training is long, slow gallops 
twice a day, boys riding exercise bareback. 

“The jockeys, who are Mostly Indian half- 
breeds, ride with very long stirrup leathers, 
sitting up cowboy fashion, but I rarely saw the 
riders’ feet in the stirrup irons when a race was 
finishing, the general custom being to throw 
the stirrup irons across the horse’s withers just 
as the word to go was given. 

“The jockeys are the worst, I think, to be 
seen anywhere on the top of the globe, Dias, a 
hunchback nigger, being the crack of the lot, 
and our worst operators could give him points. 
They all ride with curb bits, something like a 
Pelham bit, but with no snaffle ring or rein. 
The scale of weights carried will average ten 
pounds higher than with us. 

“The starting was the only thing in connec- 
tion with the actual racing which struck me as 
being fairly well done. The horses are taught 
to line up and stand like a troop of cavalry, 
and go on the word of command, but the poor 
beasts are probably so leg-weary that they are 
glad to stand still, as the custom is to keep the 
competitors for a race galloping up and down 
the stretch, also parade at other gaits, for 
about twenty minutes before going to the post. 
This is done so that the gambling public can 
come to their own conclusions as to which of 
the horses to bet on. 

“After the race is over the horses are taken to 
the paddock, where they get a hosepipe bath, 
which is their cooling out and rubbing down 
and everything else in the shape of grooming, j 

“Mr. Hunn says that with the temperature 100 
in the shade, he never saw a horse sweat freely 
while he was there. 

“The recognized grand master of the trainers 
is Frazier, who came from Australia. Frazier 
tried hard to introduce Australian methods, 
but had to give it up. The crack sire at present 
is the English bred horse Orbit. 

“The purses and added money is on a more 
liberal scale than with us, ranging from $1,000 
to $1,500 in American money. No purse is less 
than $1,000. Notwithstanding the crude system 
of training and the execrable riding, Mr. Hunn 
timed miles in 1 :42i. 

“In regard to the chances for an outsider to 
go there with a stable and race successfully 
•aid Mr. Hunn, “it could be done, as with a fair 



boy their jockeys would not be in it. With such 
a helter-skelter lot of halfbreeds, however, I 
would have some doubts as to an outside jockey 
getting a fair show after he had beaten them a 
few times; otherwise, with a few useful horses, 
a lot of money could be made. A feature worth 
mentioning is that their racing rules bar geld- 
ings, no sexless animals being allowed to race.” 

GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

W. B. Jennings will close his season here 
about April 5 and leave for Rancho del Paso, 
where he intends spending a few weeks prior to 
shipping east. While at Sacramento Jennings 
will pick the horses for his eastern campaign. 
In the meantime he will try out several two- 
year-olds in races at Oakland. 

“I will have about twenty two-year-olds in my 
string,” said Jennings yesterday, “most of which 
I will try in races before leaving here. I have a 
good looking filly by Tenny which will be start- 
ed soon, and several other smart looking young- 
sters which will face the barrier in the near 
future. Beudoran’s lameness does not amount 
to much. I will take him east with the others.” 

“What do you think of Andrisa?” Mr. Jen- 
nings was asked. 

“I think she is the biggest filly of her years I 
ever saw,” he replied; “when the two-year-olds 
are asked to carry weight, it is my judgment 
that she will be iu the finish with the best of 
them.”— San Francisco Examiner. 

The outlook for the Washington Jockey 
Club’s spring meeting that begins at Bennings 
next Monday, is satisfactory. Two hundred 
head of horses are already at the course aad 
three score more are expected from New Or- 
leans by next Saturday. Frank Reagan’s Sir 
Florian, the most improved three-year-old at 
the Crescent City, is expected on Thursday. 
Sir Florian has no stake engagements at Ben- 
nings, but he will find an opportunity to meet 
Ganeral Mart Gary, Prestidigitatrice, Dr. 
Parker, Ben Viking, Leando, Roysterer, Boney 
Boy and Colonel Tenny in some of the overnight 
events. Five races will comprise the daily pro- 
gram and the first race, in order to give business 
men and department heads a chance to attend, 
will not be called until 3:15 p. m. 

At Memphis, Monday, Leo Planter, b. c, 3, by 
Leonatus — Plantress, did a sensational mile 
which puts a new phase on the outlook for the 
Tennessee Derby. W’ith Everett up, weighing, 
with all paraphernalia, about 115 pounds, he 
worked a mile handily in 1 :45i. The fractional 
time was 0:2$, 0:381, 0:51*, 1:041, 1:18«, 1:32 and 
1 :45i, pulled up. He did the mile and an eighth 
in 2:01. The work was highly satisfactory to 
Mi. W. W. Darden, who has always believed his 
colt had a royal chance for the Derby. 

The Kentuckian breezed a mile in 1 :48i, ac- 
companied by Sacket. Sunday W. Overton gal- 
loped a mile in exactly the same time. Manti 
and Matanza worked seven furlongs in 1:344, 
Dick Collins went a mile in 1:49, and Wilson a 
mile in 1:47. J. E. Murphy’s Eschscholtzia, b. g, 
2, by Deceiver— Giddy Girl, worked four fur- 
longs in :504, Silver Fizz a half in :51, and Bon- 
nivard and Petit Maitre five-eighths in 1 :04. 

All lovers of a good horse will feel regret if 
the two famous antagonists of last year, Plaudit 
and Lieber Karl, have gone wrong. Such ap- 
pears to be the case at present. Lieber Karl 
fell lame at Memphis recently, and if reports 
are to be believed Plaudit is in a bad way also. 
In relation to his case a New York dispatch 
says: “Lameness, the result of an injury in 
the knee, has prevented his going on with the 
other horses of the Paget string in their train- 
ing at Mr. Whitney’s Long Island farm. Ex- 



perts think the horse will never recover from 
the disability, and say that even should his 
clever trainer, Sam Hildreth, be able to cure 
the trouble, it will be too late for Plaudit to 
run for any of the important spring handicaps. 

‘ The trouble is in the whirlbone. and though 
Plaudit has taken light exercise when the 
weather permitted he has invariably gone to 
the stable lame. The report was circulated 
several weeks ago that Plaudit suffered from 
rheumatism, but Hildreth made no such mis- 
take. The trainer, famous for his successes 
with crippled horses, has done all that could be 
done to save the great colt, but whether Plaudit 
wiil ever race again is still an open question. 

“Prospectors for the best prices thought they 
saw a stable ruse to get long odds against 
Plaudit, when diligent inquiry was made 
nearly a month ago for the highest quotations 
against George Keene, also entered in the 
Brooklyn and Suburban Handicaps in 
Mr. Paget’s name. The suspicious ones 
who hurried to back Plaudit then, be- 
cause they imagined a trick, now have cause to 
regret it. The effort to back George Keene* 
whoever made it, was genuine, and based on 
the knowledge that the Paget stable would 
have to depend on him and the three-year-olis 
Jean Beraud and Mr. Clay in the early handi- 
caps.” 

NOTES OF THE TURF. 

W. Martin has gone to Memphis. It is said 
that he will not be able to ride Onomastus in 
the Tennessee Derby, as that race is not run 
until April 18, and the Fleischmann stable will 
race at Aqueduct, the meeting there opening 
April 15. The crack jockey has received per- 
mission from his employers to remain at Mem- 
phis for the first two days of the meeting there, 
after which he has been ordered to report at the 
farm, Millstone, N. J. 

Thomas Nepper, recently trainer for G. C. 
Bennett, is forming a small stable with which 
he will campaign on his own account. He has 
made what looks like a very good start by pur- 
chasing the two-year-old winners Lady Contrary 
and Triaditza from A. H. & D. H. Morris. 

Jockey Odom will ride no more at New Or- 
leans. He has left to visit his parents at Co- 
lumbus, Ga., for a few days, after which he will 
report for duty to his employer W. H. Clark. 
This small rider has improved greatly through 
his experience at New Orlea^. 

E. F. Simms has sold to W. C. Whitney the 
thoroughbred broodmare Lizzie Montrose for 
$3,500. Lizzie Montrose is the dam of The Ken- 
tuckian and has by her side a bay filly by New- 
court. The mare will be sent to La Belle Stud 
and bred to Meddler. 

Wewa, the dam of Buckwa, is dead at the 
home of her owner, Thomas Stevens, near Lex- 
ington. Wewa was by Jils Johnson, and died 
while giving birth to twins, one of which is liv- 
ing. She would have been bred to Top Gallant 
this season. 

Having failed to secure Clawson to ride for 
him during the Memphis meeting, it is reported 
that G. C. Bennett is now trying for the light- 
weight rider, McNickle, now under engagement 
to N.S. Hall & Co. 

Farmer Bill Scully’s remark after the decis- 
ion of the Crescent City Derby was. “I have 
seen Kentucky Colonels trying to beat King 
Barleycorn all my life but I have]never seen one 
do it yet.” 

W. F. Hagerman, St. Louis, Mo. — The opening 
odds against Necedah in her winning race at 
New Orleans Saturday last were 24 to 1. 

Jockey R. Williams is to ride for the Canadian 
turfman, Mr. J. E. Seagram this year.

THE HORSES AT LOUISVILLE. 

Monday’s Courier-Journal says of the horses 
now in training there: 

“Considerable gossip is always floating 
around the track about the Kentucky Derby 
candidates As far as looks go Desperado is 
the handsomest of the quartet now stabled 
there. His Lordship does not impress one in 
appearance. Ways and Means, his stable com- 
panion in Mrs. McClelland’s stable, certainly 
‘outlooks’ His Lordship. The latter looks a 
little thin and drawn as compared with Ways 
and Means, who, of course, is not a Derby 
horse. Of Mazo and Hapsburg very little is 
said because Madden, with characteristic sec- 
recy, allows the outside world to learn very lit- 
tle of his business. 

“John Morris, trainer of the Bashford Manor 
string, has ‘got a hustle’ on him for once, and 
he is stepping ’em to town. In years gone by 
Morris would criticise other trainers for hard 
work early in the season, but from the indica- 
tions he has come around to the other method. 
No horses at Churchill Downs are being breezed 
harder than his are. 

“The veteran trainer, Jim Murphy, of Lexing- 
ton, has a three-year-old by Candlemas at the 
track which looks well and of which Murphy 
expects great things. He also has several two- 
year olds, the property of Clay & Woodford, 
which have stepped quarters in :24. Mr. C. 
Woodford was here last week to look over the 
bunch and he was much pleased with their ap- 
pearance. 

“Mrs. James E. Pepper’s youngsters in Gene 
Leigh’s stable are good lookers, and if Leigh 
does not develop a few stake winners from the 
bunch somebody will be surprised. 

“Among the Oaks fillies quartered at Church- 
ill Downs Spirituelle and Rush, Tom Mc- 
Dowell’s pair, attract the most attention. Some 
of the so-called turf critics out there shrug 
their shoulders and look wise when May Hemp- 
stead’s name is mentioned, and say something 
about “sprinting” and “going a distance,” but 
be that as it may Gene Leigh is getting May 
Hempstead in mighty fine shape, and the 
chances are that she will be hard to catch when 
the Kentucky Oaks is run. Besides, May 
Hempstead, according to Mr. Leigh, is going to 
be a starter in the Tennessee Oaks. This means 
that the daughter of Patron— Lillie Hempstead 
will be favorite in that event. 

“Admiration, that brown filly by Kingston, 
out of that good old race mare Hypocrite, is 
certain to be a starter in the Oaks. She looks 
fine and is working well. A peculiar fact con- 
nected with Admiration and May Hempstead is 
that Mr. Headley owns Hempstead, while Ad- 
miration belongs to Mr. Norton. Norton and 
Headley, as a firm, own Ornament and others, 
but each has a filly, both of which are practi- 
cally certain to start in the Oaks. 

“President Schulte, of the New Louisville 
Jcckey Club, is out at the track everj day, and 
he is popular with all the trainers there. He 
has the best stable in his turf career. Rolla 
Colston, his trainer, has the stable in good trim. 
Every horse in the string looks well and each is 
taking work nicely. 

“Ben Holladay, the favorite in the big Brook- 
lyn Handicap, is the cynosure of all eyes at the 
track. He looks big and strong, andj is going 
like great guns. 

“Something seems to be the matter with 
Souchon in Brown Dick’s stable. She does nol 
seem to have grown much or spread since last 
year, but Dick will probably pull her around 
all right before the local meeting begins. Dick 
has a couple of fillies, a bay and brown, which 
are showing halves in 0:52, and apparently easy 
at that.”
